that the D102, Aldermen, and Recozder of the ſayde Citie of London, and all Juffices of Peace within the 
Counties of Middleſex, Rent. Surrep, and Eſſex, and ſpectally al thoſe Juſtices that be within the limittes as 
foxxſarde, that they and cucrp of them, as they wyl auoyde her hyghneſle diſpleaſure, do from tyme to tyme, as 
(ecaſion Hal ſerue, cauſe good watch to be ſet, and ſearche to be made, in al places where they ſhal thynke con- 
ventent,foz the appꝛehendyng, arreſtyng. a takyng of al ſuch idle vagarant perſons, and maifterleſſe men, and 
that they cauſe the ſame with al ſpeede to be impztſoned,2duely puniſhed, acco ding to the tenoꝛ and effect ol her 
Mutes Lawes and Statutes in ſuche caſes pꝛouided, without any tolleration oꝛ fauour whatſoeuer to be 
dewed vnto any ol them. Ind her Maieſtie dooth alſo ſpectally charge and commaund the ſapde Matoz,Alder- 
men,and Recozder of London, and all Juſtices of Peace, Batliffes of Liberties and Fraunchiles within the 
lard Cities, Townes, and limittes, that they andeuery ol them, within the limittes of their turiſdictions,doo 
from tyme to tyme cauſe good ſearche to be made, as wel in al common tablynghouſes,Jnnes, Jlehouſes, and 


tplmg houſes, as alſo in al bowlyng Jllepes , and other places where any gamyng oꝛ play is vſed and fre · 


quented,and there to appꝛehende and take ſuch ſuſpected perſons,beyng maiſterleſſe men, ol euyl name z fame, 


tot bauyng wherwithal to mainteyne thetr idle lpfe, and the lame ſo appꝛehended and taken, to commit topzt- 


lon.there to remayne, vntyl they wal receyue ſuch puniſhment and correction, as by the Lawes and Statutes 
ofthis Kealme is and ſwalbe due vnto them. Ind her highneſſe is further pleaſed and contented, that the Ma⸗ 
m ofthe ſayde Citie of London, ſbal haue power and aucthozttie from tyme to tyme, to pꝛoclaime and publiſbe 
das p;eſent Pꝛoclamation in all places within the ſayde Citie and Suburbes, ſo often as to hym ſhall ſeeme 
ardetul and conuenient.
